HARH.ISBURG April B—The house 


of representatives will have the Haws 
compulsory automobile insurance bill 
before it on special order of business 
tonight. 


The bill would require all persons 


owning automobiles to produce au- 
tomobile insurance to the amount of 
S5.000 in case of accident resulting in 
death ov $10,000 where two or more 
deaths are involved, in addition to 
$1,000 property damage 
insurance. 


Owners would be permitted to pro- 
duce bonds or certificates . covering 
the amounts or they could give sworn 
statements to the secretary of high- 
ways showing that they are finan- 
cially able to meet the requirements 
of the bill. 


Persons guilty of violating the pro- 


visions of the Haws bill would make 
themselves liable to the fine of $1,000 
or imprisonment not exceeding

angled triangle, the base of which 
is 100 feet. 
Knowing the slant, or 


angle of the top line, the height of 
the tree can readily be obtained. 


Now, 
suppose we want to find the 


distance from the earth to the moon. 
We will have to station a man some- 
where far south of the equator— say 
at Cape Horn, and another an equai 
distance north of the equator, in the 
same longitude. 
Then, 
when 
the 


moon is at the meridian, each man, 
at the same tune, views it from a dif- 
ferent angle. One sees it at an angle 
to the north and the other at an 
angle to the south, and the distance 
between the two men will form the 
base of the triangle. 
Knowing the 


length of the base line and the angle 
of the two sides of the triangle the 
distance of the moon from the earth 
is ascertained. 


But if we want to get the distance 


to the nearest fixed star— Alpha Cen- 
tauri, for instance, the base line used 
for measuring the distance of the 
moon will be too short: the sides of 
the angle will be so near parallel 
that no calculations can be made. 
Therefore we must secure a longer 
base line. The only way, (until re- 
cently) that we can get the distance 
to Alpha. Cen'taurl is to take the angle 
—say January first and again on July 
first when the earth is 
half 
way 


around its orbit to a poult 184.860.000 
miles distant from where it was on 
January first. We now have a base 
line of sufficient length to get the 
distance of Alpha Centauri, which 
is 275.000 times as far away as the 
sun. 


However, If we were to use this 


same base line for measuring 
the 


distance of most of the fixed stars 
we would get no result, because we 
cannot get a base long enough to form 
a triangle. • Nevertheless astronomers 
now have Instruments which they 
can measure the distance of a star 
by the light it emits. Any attempt to 
describe these delicate, "spider-web- j 
bed" instruments, and 
the methods j 


employed 
in 
measuring 
distances j 


would require too much space for ' 


an article of this kind. 


Suffice it to say that with these 


wonderfully delicate Instruments as- 
tronomers are able, not only to cal- 
culate the distance of very remote 
stars, but also to measure and weigh 
them. Our sun's diameter is 860.000 
miles. If it were to be placed as far 
away as Sirius we would be unable 
to see It without the aid of a tele- 
scope. Arcturus is almost one million 
times larger than our sun. while 
Mizar at the bend of the handle of 
the 'Great Dipper is firty times as 
massive as the vjn. 
Algol Is period- 


ically eclipsed by a dark body revolv- 
ing around it. Prom the length of 


the eclipse combined with other data 
obtained through astronomical 
in- 


struments, a diameter of one million 
miles has been figured out for it. 


The entire body of the stars give 


the earth one sixteenth as much light 
as the full moon, and decidedly mit- 
igates the darkness of 
the 
night. 


Seven billion stars like Sirius would 
be required to make night as bright 
as dav.

Sinclair, millionaire oil magnate, to- 
day lost a fight in the supreme court 
to escape a ninety-day jail sentence 
imposed for refusal to answer ques- 
tions of the Senate Public Lands com- 
mittee during the Teapot Dome in- 
vestigation. 


The case was fought through two 


courts before reaching the supreme 
court. Sinclair was found guilty by 
a jury in the District of Columbia 
supreme court. In addition to the 
three months jail sentence he was 
fined $500. 


The circuit court of appeals was 


unable to.decide the questions of law 
and certified the case to the high 
court. 


The indictment grew out of a ses- 


sion of the Senate Public Lands com- 
mittee on March 22, 1924. Sinclair 
declined to answer any questions on 
advice of counsel. 


He contended in the trial that the 


senate committee was abusing 
its 


power to compel testimony to aid in 
legislation, and was engaged in a 
judicial Inquiry' to obtain evidence 
for use in criminal cases. 


Sinclair at that time was under 


fire for the Teapot Dome oil lease.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—President

tention of administrators 10 ihe regu- 
lations and impress upon them the 
necessity of strict compliance.

Prohibition 
agents 
were warned 


that failure to comply "will subject : 
the offending officer to disciplinary 
action or In aggravated cases, removal 
from the service." 
i 


More attention was directed to the 


obtaining and use of search warrants 
than to any other single subject and 
agents were told that "the principles- 
that embody the essence of constiiu- • 
tional liberty and security forbid all 
invasions on the part of the govern- 
ment and its employes of the sanctity 
of a man's home and the privacies of 
his life." 


Hulps Arc Given: 


Referring to securing search war- : 
rants the regulations provide: 
: 


"Officers should bear In mind that ! 


the decision to search one's home and ' 
property Is to be reached upon the: 
basis of fact and not rumor, suspicion, . 
or guess work, and that one's home 
and place of business arc not u> be ; 
Invaded forcibly and searched upon • 
mere suspicion. 
An officer Is not 


clothed wiih authority to violate the 
law. 
•• 


Searches and seizure may legally be 


made with or without search war- 
rants where an 
officer 
has 
well- 


founded reason to believe that a vio- 
lailon of the law is being committed. 


The exception is provided in sec- 


tion 6 of the Willis Campbell act, 
making it a misdemeanor to search a 


[ private dwelling without a warrant. 
! 
It also Is an offense against federal 


, law to maliciously or without pro- 
bable cause to procure a search war- 
rant, or to exerr.lse it with unneces- 
sary severity. 


Courteous Bearing 


"An officer should at all'jimes bear 


in mind that his official positxin re- 
quires him to maintain a courteous 
bearing," the regulations provide. '1^ 
•discharging his duties he should en- 
deavor to avoid unnecessary injuring 
or endangering the 
reputations of 


persons or concerns under investiga- 
tion." 


Persons must not be lured into vio- 


lations of the law for the purpose of 
making prohibition cases, uncier the 
treasury code. Discussing the so-called 
"entrapment" the regulations pointed 
out "the first duties of officers of the 
law are to prevent, not to 
punish, 


crime and when the criminal design 
originates not wir.h the accused but is 
conceived in the mind of the govern- 
ment officer, and the accused is by 
persuasion, deceitful representation, 
or inducement lured into the com- 
mission of a criminal act. the gov- 
ernment is estopped from prosecu- 
tion." 


Referrinfr to appearance of agents 


in courts the regulations say: 


"Tell the truth. 
No cause is im- 


portant enough to the bureau, 
the 


government, or the people to justify 
deviation from the truth."
